"Modern music begins ■v\'lth Bach 
and Ilandol" -ho continued, "for ihcy 
«peak a lansuaso •whlcli ix-e under- 
stand. They were both born in tlie 
J ear of 1CS3. Kmerffins tog-clhcr, they 
ralnatcd a .similar sphere. The early 
f of the 3Sth century belongs. to 
iicse two men." 

"Bach upon being a,<;ked to what he 
t'wod liis ri'cat Fucccs.«i, replied 'J 
worked hard". This explains Ills ca- 
reer ill eleven IcSicrs. Ho was a hard 
worljcr. He transcribed the scores of 
«ithcr masters for his own knowledge, 
appropriated themes, and was ever 
ready to Icirn anything: to further 
|i!s uT.'n C'cl .:cr.tion. 

In •.!.■_ ;i;^iU!lo a?os, music was the 
^lavi.• •.(.■ :-;:qiiir.. Ji war ured sole):.' 
lur pr;c'lcsias;ic.-il jiurposes. Slany 
jnolodics were fixed In such a way 
that each voice added a stream which 
was con.sonant and melodic. Melodies 
■ivcrc weaved together eo as' to jpakc 
•irrcoherent -^vii'j'c T>lf»son wicc ' now 'î's- 
eiied, ins'.-nd ol Consoncn^iv. 

M«lody, rliylhin and harmon\' nxrc 
the three main factors in music. The 
first two were of ancient origin, while 
tiio latter one was not achieved un- 
the time of Paleetrinti and the 
'don Ase, whlcli was 90 years be- 
fore lii'j lime of Bac'.i. Music was 
Hiiii obL'di'-tit to tcclcEiustlcal do- 
3m;iicl.«. Jt til.'^Q ;;viioifd tbo bo!o voice 
and demanded lUe choir." 

V.'lth the coining of the Renaissance 
tiK' ihdividual demanded a medium, 
iipprojiriate to his own sclf-exprcs- 
nlon. uiid Music needed iic-w forms of 
utterance. In Italy tlic birth ot the 
Opcia and the Oratorio rnarlted tiiit 
era. The opera survived In this coun- 
try, but the Oratorio moved north- 
wards to Germany. Sonata music 
came into vogue with the Cantata. 

Bach's inuflc deulare-s an Italian 
jiarentagc, yet ho was influenced by

"The Death Trap" 

The first ot the' plays to be pre- 
sented, ••The Bc-.uh Trap", writ'.oii by 
H. II. JIunro. was directed by Cluay 
Dale. It concerned the a. 1 venture of a 
young prince, who knew eC a. plot 
v.'hich had been hatched .against his 
life. 'I'o alleviate this condition he 
soon found impossible, and was at tlie 
licint o; surrendering to hia con- 
spirators. Tho coming of his doctor, 
who discovered a de.adly malady in his 
system which would kill him within 
six da.vs, changes tho prlncc'.s at- 
titude, llo then dec'des l> hill his 
conspirators at tho sams tima that lie 
would poison himself.

A N American writer and economist has 
Cjl come to the conclusion that the Ame^ 
, -ican civilization is "hideously ugly." Wc 
listinctly remember having heard this 
omewhere before, and wc should be quite 
iontent to add this gentleman's testimony 
. he already large and rapidJy growing 
lody of evidence to the same effect, if It 
vas not for the fact that' he insists on 
iragging the American mind into the dis- 
;ussion as one of the fundamental mani- 
festations and characteristics of this ugli- 

With a typically herd minded liking 
:or figures and statistics, he points out 
;hat 99.7 '"c of the population of the United 
• States is herd minded. To two thirds of 
I jffl ig^ ignaining groups he ascribes "quan- 
J^^PSninds and to the remaining. 1% he 
tttributes "Quantity" minds. Among the 
quantity minded group arc such men as 
..'.yôrd, Hoover. Rockefeller: the Quality list 
^icludes Prof. Dewey, Clarence Darrow, 
md Judge Lindsey. 

If this, theory is true or even approxi- 
niatejy accurate, the whole American sys- 
tem of education would appear to be in 
jeopardy; for if 99.7% of the population is 
' "herd-minded, it matters little whether they 

■ are etiucated or not becaiise théy can al- 
;vays be relied upon to follow the most 
successful leader and nevér to branch out 
on unsafe seas under their own pilotage. 

It is estimated that there are at pre- 
'-■ sènt not less than 800,000 young Americ- 
ans : attending colleges. Supposing that 

■ they are a rather higher. lot than the ave- 
rage of the population and that their early 
training has been such as to make them 
less likely to follow a leader indiscrimin- 
utelj', there must still be an overwhelming 
majority in their ranks who adhere to the 
herdinUnded category. 

?oor little herd-minded B.A.'s! We 
Iremble to think of them graduatiiig and 
thereafter fixing themselves to Mr. Ford's 
coat tails for the rest of their natural lives. 

It is hard to reconcile the herd minded 
thesis with the vast amount of ariginality 
that comes out of the United States. Truly 
there is much of it that we could do with- 
out, yet we must give credit where credit 
is due; and bow to the originality of thé 
Amei'ican mind. 

' That there is a large herd-ininded class 
in America we cannot deny. Who would 
attempt to deny it after, having seen the 
. New York stenographér at large in her 
native habitat? All exceptions aside, how- 
ever, we i'etil it incumbent upon us to rise 





' in defense of the American mind, even m 
defiance of an American writer. 

Small Talk 

THERE h an art in côi^versation but 
small talk can never bé includéd iri 
the scope of t;h<? word art. Considered as 
itself it cannot justify itself, but there are 
occasions when small talk can bridge over 
an uncomfortable gap. It is when small 
talk is carried past this domain that it be-

When people get together for a social 
.;#eal- it is usually done with a purpose. 
•Sometimes it is to meet and hear 6ome 
distinguished person but usually it is the 
result of .strategic engineering on the part 
of an understanding host or hôstéss Who 
has chosen the guests wisely and well.

Dr. Rosseland of Oslo Dis- 
cusses Important Topic

''Variable Sdr.N' wr.s the putjeot 
3t »n address liy I3r. S. Rosncland, 
rlreclor of the Observatory of » lie 
University of Oslo, . at a meeting or 
th# • Koyal Astronomical Society of 
Canada last nlglit. Dr. lîosscland 
Scalt with his subject in a popular 
manner to the crovï-d of about one 
hiiHdred which had collected to hear 
the dlstlng'ulshed scientist. 

Dr Rossolam) Is one of the best 
VnOTm of modern aslronomçrs. He 
is director of the obson-atory at the 
t'niverslty of Oslo, but Is actlns r.* 
Visitinp: TYofcssor of Astronomy at 
Harvard, this winter. Ke has written 
«everal treatises on various nstnino- 
nlcaV problems, of which his latest 
hook on- the quantum theory with its 
• pplicatlons to astronomy, is not ys" 
piiMiiihed. 

Before the advent of modem as- 
lionomy. nr. lîospeland stated, thi 
stars were regarded as flxcxl and In- 
x.xiaMe, but it has been proves that 
they vary, both In position, rclntive 
to each other, and In luminosity. 
First Discovered 
The first star recopnlscd .'.j a varl- 
ible was the .'■t.ir Mir.a, or omicron 
Cetd, which vario.-î between the third 
tnd' tenth raacnitudcs. Its perloa of 
variation Is about S30 days and It Is 
Teprescntatlye of the so-citlled, "lone 
period varla.bUity" class. Seventy 
^our years later a variable star of a 
llffcrent class was discovered. This 
.vas Algol, o~ Beta Persei. This re- 
nrcscntB a rather rare class which 
consist of short period binaries con- 
sistinp of one dark and one bright 
star, the dark one periodically cclips 
ins: the bright one. 

The prototype for short-variable 
stars is delta Ccphci with a period of 
several days. The various clasîes 
of Tarlable are divided Into sub- 
claases which connect the différer,! 
groups. 

The exact cause of. variability is 
unknown. It was once thought all 
variable stars were binaries but this 
■has been disproved, in 'act it is now 
gejierally admitted that the cause of 
variation Is the alternate expansion 
and contraction of the stellar disks, 
■the cause pf which Is not definitely 
IcnowB. In . fact it is in all cases 
linked up to the equally mysterious 
source of star cnergj*. • . 

Different Theoriee 

Nobedy knows what njakes the 
Bun Atne, Many possible solutions 
of this jKrqbleai have been suggested 
and dlacisoded. Mayer, the discoverer 
of the Law of conservation of energy 
put torth the theory that the loss of 
«olar cnerpj' through radiation Is 
compensated for by the Impact of 
meteors on its surface. The possibi- 
lity of this has ben disproved. Other 
suggested solutions have been con- 
traction and radio-activity but these 
.do not seem practical. 

There are various ways of proving 
that variability is a necessary conse- 
quence of the Internal heating of 
stars, stated the lecturer. He wpnt on 
to prove how the rotc^iion of à star 
would tend to produce variations in 
ilfi Hsht. 

Three Période 

. The three periods of '.iie mri, Uic 
period of rotation of oscill^Ioii and 
of sun spot activity and their rela- 
tion to variability, were next ex- 
pounded by Dr. Bosscland and he con- 
cluded his talk by an exposition of 
one of Eddington's theories In regard 
to variability.
